25th of February. Tho session was 
an extraordinary one also inasmuch 
as it is the first time in the history 
of the province of Ontario since Con- 
| tederatfon that a fifth session has 
ibeen. Tho ordinary period under 
the Constitution {s for four years 
but this was amended last session 
lwnase an empowering clause of the 
{British North America Act extond- 
jing the Ife of the Legislature until

The new members of the Lepislay 
jture elected at by-elections since last! 
isession. were introduced to the 
House on the opening day and were 
accorded the right to take their 

seats. Mr. Ben Bowman who was 
treturned by the United Farmers 
‘from Manitoulin, was introduced by 
‘the Chief Whip of each party.

tion of estatesy. providing a Deputy 
Minister of Labor; oxtending the 
Moratorium. 

Hearst introduced the 
proposed new Housing Bill, which 
it is the Intention of the Government 
and the House to pass through Its 
yarious stages at the earllest possti- 
ble moment.

-Another epidemic of the influenza {s ~re- 
ported to be ravaging Great Britain and pneu- 
monia is developing in a greater number of the 
cases than it did last fall on the first vis'tation.

Man Who Went Mad 


Captain Culver,-the mastor, said 
the crew numbered thirty-three, He 
‘was one of the eight men who got on 
the raft, He saw a German on the 
Submarine taking a photograph, 
while others were getting ready a 
four-inch gun which was pointed at 
the raft. In his opinion ft was pos- 
sible ,for the lifeboat to have been 
Pulled to the raft. : 

‘Thero were no lights and only two 

oars on the raft, and those who 
reached it were mostly in an ex- 
hausted condition. ‘he carpenter 
collapsed during the night. At day- 
break the witness tried to arouse the 
second officer to take a turn at the 
oar, and found he was dead. A 
_ Spaniard went mad and tried to put 
the other men off the raft, and ey- 
entually jumped into tho sea. 

Soon afterwards, Halter, the Mar- 
cont operator, died, as did Clarke, 
the third officer and the assistant 
steward, John Walker. 

Captain Culver mentioned that 
after sinking his secret papers he 
was the last to leave the bridgo. 
Walking down tho side of the vossel 
as it turned over, he plunged into 


‘ the sea and struck out for the raft.

“Old men for counsel and young 
men for war,” is an adage old ag his- 
tory, Nearly all wars. have been 
fought by youlg men. The young 
men had o great part in the great 
war, although the age percentage 
was higher than in wars.of the past, 
because of the cnormous demand for 
men, But the distinction of this 
war is tho fuct that most of {ts gen- 
erals In high command wero men of 
mature yoars. Soveril were taken 
from the retired lst after tha grect 
war began. 

Most of the great martial figures 
in history had their marked success 
while young men. Alexander died 
at thirty-threo, Hannibal crossed the 
Alps at twenty-nine, Charlemango 
began the conquest of Saxony before 
he was thirty. Godfrey of Bouillon 
was made king of Jerusalem at thir- 
ty-olght.

The entire aircraft equipment pro- 
vided by Great Britain at a cost of 
more than $10,000,000 for training 
Canadian aviators in the Dominion 
during the war, has been bought from 
the British Government by Roy U.

The present demand for window 
sashes and doors alone in the devas- 
tated areng in France would supply 
a splendid market for Canadian Me- 
tories, but as Senator Beauhien 
pointed out, prior to the war awl 
even up to two years ago, the 
major part of ready-innde wooden 
doors sold on the Canadian market’ 
were manufactured in the States; 
most of them came from the miiale | 
west, many even from the State of 
Washington, A substantial propsr- 
tion were made out of Canadian 
lumber, In other words, American 
doors dominated =the Canadian 
market despite the fact that these 
articles had to bear. the extra cost 
of long railway haul and of Cana- 
dian duty which alone added prac- 
tically one-third to their cost price. 
The reason for such an extraordin- 
ary state of things Senator Beaublon 
declared was the failure of Canadian 
Munufacturers to standardize their 
Products. As he sald, “with thelr 
enormous markets: the Americans 
can specialize in one prodyct and by 
Producing enormous quantities re- 
duce cost price to.a minimum.” 
Standardization is one of the out- 
standing features of British and 
Anierican trade preparations.

The electric blasting cap wires 
should be connected in series and 
fired by means of an electric blast- 
ing machine, The leading wires run- 
ning from the holes to the machine 
should be strung toward the up- 
stream end, and should be sufficient- 
ly long so that the operator {fs al a 
safe distance from flying ice. 

If it is inconvenient to use electric 
firing, the charges can be exploded 
by means of use and blasting caps; 
but care should be taken to protest 
each cap.from water by smearing 
heavy grease or soap at the point 
where the cap is inserted in the dy- 
namite, Also, a good grade of water- 
proof fuse should be used. Of course, 
in the latter method only one hole 
at a time can be fired, while with the

can be set off simultaneously with 
murh greater efficiency, _ assurancs 
ard _sofety. Good safety fuse burns 
at the rate of about 30 seconds per 
foot. Do not have a fuse too long, 
as this means that the fuse and cap 
are exposed to water a longer time, 
The’ bundles can be all mado up and 
Itfed to the cross sticks and about 2 
or 3 feet of fuse used In each.
